Ms OF MARITIME 
CAPTURE. 


Slategs to 

Dr. T, J. Lawrence, LL.D, formorly Follow 
of Downing Colleee and Deputy Wherwell Pro- 
fessor of International law; bas beon delivering 
leatnres recently in Englund on the subject of 
international maritime law in its bearing upon 
incidents which have, occurred in the course 
of the present war, Dr. Lawrence is regarded 
as» loading authority on such. questions, and 
the following extracta from two of ‘his lectures 
will doubtless he interestingto. many. of our 
yeaders : : 

Thore were two.matters of immense import- 
‘ance to us, as to euch of which Russia aeemed. to 
him to haye shown v perfect gonius for putting 
herself in the wrong. Wo had always held ovals 
to be’ contraband when destined for an enemy's 
fleet or arsenals, and non-contraband when 
there was reasonable proof that they were meant 
foy the use of the civilian population.” ‘The 
United Stutes hod udopted our view, and 
Germany on more than one occasion showed 
a tendency to uccentunte it strongly. France. 
on the’ other hand, donied that cont could ba 
contraband in any cuse,and until February of the 
present yoar Russiu held the same view. Thon. 
she tnrned round completely and doclixed it.to be 
contraband in all circumstances She had acted 
on this view in the present war, as far us her 
erippled naval power woald allow ; und in the 

tase of thy Allauton her Viadivostock Prize 
Court. seemed te hove held that if ‘a neutral 
yessol carried voul ont to Japan, xlie could be 
coptured on the return’ voyage and colenmetd 
as good prize, u decision right in the tenth off 
the accepted rule that the offence of carrying 
contraband was  depusited "as soon as tho coi- 
trabund cargo was delivered at its destination. 

‘5 confessod toa fervent wish that thi protest 
which we wore told our Government made 
aguinst the. inclusion of food in Ruvsia’s Hist hud 
heon extendod to coal, and, indeed, to all the 
matters on which he had been commenting. 
That brought him to the question, whether pros 
yisions were contraband of war. Fora hundred 
years the civilised world had heon content to, 
tegard them as such only whon it was: on their 
way’ ‘fo a garrison, u fleet, or a besieged place. 
Prance in 1885 tried to make viee inte contra- 
band when it was going to Chinese ports north 
of Canton ; butwe encountered hor witha strong 
protest, and her straggle with China cime to wn 
and heforo a ease actually’ arose, Riutisia now 
placed vice and provisions: on hor list, though 
they were not thore so late is 1900, “Wa 
had protested, us became a Power that im. 
ported by far the greater purt of the food 
of its people. About four-fifths ol the 
wheat and flour we consumed came from 
alvoad, and a very large proportion must con- 
tinne to do so, whatever fiscal policy we 
might think fit to adopt, It- would be simple 
madness on our part to parley for one moment 
with the doctriny. that any enemy of ours had 
the right to capture nentral vi s when they 
were bringing food in tima ‘of to our open 
commercialports for the use of our civilian 
population. If Russia cuptured an English 
caryo of provisions on its, woy 'to Jupan, it 
wonld be the bounden duty of our rulers, who. 
ever they may be, to call her sharply to nécount, 
and demand componsation, unles indeed, sha 
could show that the food was meant for the 
supply, of the Japanese army and navy, Dr, 
Lawrenre next disenssed tho possibility of 
blockades under modern conditious, and came 
to the conclusion thut they would play o far 
smaller part in, future. uaval warfare than was 
enorally expected. Ho ulso advanced the 
view thut the right of search would huve to be 
considerably modified since the great cargo 
bouts were now so'big that it watld take twa or 
| threy weeks to overhaul the contents of their 
holds. while it would be’ impossible to deal wivh 
them at all unless they could be taken into port. 
In alt probability neutrals would not submit to 
the delay and vexation causod thereby, whereas 
iar the old daya a search was conducted, at sea, 
and was ovor ina few hours. On the whole, it 
would bo to the interests of Great Britain if 
tho right of capturing private property at sea 
was abolished altogether axcept in the case of 
contraband of war or ships and jpsods destined 
for a blockaded: port.
